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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argument that the "backed up files 
can contain changed and unchanged blocks" , is not a limitation in the claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the 
specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. In re Van Geuns, 988 F. 2d. 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir 
1993). Applicant also argued that the prior art does not teach identifying tracks that have changed since a last incremental backup 
operation. Umera et al. teaches a difference management mechanism that includes a latest update generation management mechanism 
(204) figure 2; also note column 4 lines 41-64; column 5 lines 21-43 data indicating an update are registered in difference map informatio 
600; and column 7 lines 5-14 . In order to perform an incremental backup operation the location of the data must be identified col. 6 lines 
26-59. 
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
